guests ab dinuer. Whether these aro 
accomplishments that go to make a 
siatosmart in Columlna remains for the 
House— if it should ever be allowed to 
m^t — to say. Our opinion is that 
they appertain more to the alimentary 
and saltatory power.s of the Premier, 
and have no intimate connection with 
'th^'cultivation of the intelh-et or the 
Tshoping of a Government policy. That 
'«iountry cannot pro.'iper whose rulers 
pay more attention to exercising their 
hetls and tilliiii; their stouiaclis with 
'•iiavory viands" than they do to the 
appUcation of their minds to a con- 
■ideration of the wants of their peo- 
ple. All physical and mental powers 
should have an equal chance of devel- 
opment ; but the Minister who neglects

We con- 
cede thiit the Premier has several gooil 
point.H, hut the one that shines the 
brightest and dazzles people most with 
its refulgent rays is his strict adherence 
on all occubiona and under every cir 
cuiustance to Truth/ For the posses- 
sioD an'd con.stant practice of that ines- 
tiraahle quality ho is renowned from 
Victoria to Cariboo. By the strangest 
possible coincidence the initials of our 
Premier are identffcal with those of the 
great American Truthteller. "G. W.." 
— George WAsiiisaTos. " G. W. " — 
Oeoboe Walkem. Re markable, is it 
not] The Hrst "G, W." cut down his 
father's cherry tree with his little 
hatchet and uonfosaed the fact. He 
feared to tell a lie more than ho feared 
the shingle his irate father held in his 
band. The second *'G. W." has accept- 
ed r. retainer from the Canadian Gov- 
ernment in violation of the Constitu- 
tion, lie, too, will .'•corn to tell a 
falbtu"- xl ; ho will coiifeas the indis- 
crntion to tl:^ House.

Ottawa, Feb. 1.1. 
Mr. Trudel moved the Address in re- 
ply to th^' Speech from the;Throne.

THE HACDONVEUr' CASE. 

Mr. Mackenzie returned to tho charge 
in regard to tho case of Mr. J. A. Mac- 
donnoU, and annimncod that tho jnocccd- 
ings of last session would bo pursued this 
session. That is, one inwginos, that tho 
Sergeaut-at-Arms will request Blr. Muc- 
donnell's presence at "tho bar of tho 
H.msc." Macdonnell, it will bo romom- 
bored, insulted Hon. Mr. Huntington on 
thu ^' i')r of tlio House on tho last day of 
the ...u) scs.jion. 

y. ' ichey (Halifax) moved tho Ad- 
dress in leply to tho Speech. The Ad- 
dress was seconded in French by Mr. 
Hondo. 

Mr Mackenzie spoko for ono hour in 
which he vigorously attacked the National 
Policy, and said that but for tho abun- 
dant h.arvcst in Great Britain tho polioy 
would liavo failed. 

SirJohnropliedrcviowingthopolicy i>f tho 
Government at great length and contuiul- 
ing that as reg.irdod the giving out of the 
railway work in British Cidunibia thoy 
had followed the policy of their predecos- 
sors. Ho claimed that tho policy of tho 
Gov ernment had been eminently success- 
ful. 

Mr. Blako drew attention to tho con- 
tract for tlio construction of railways in 
British Columbia, and to tho fact that tho 
raihv.iy was only to bo undertaken on re- 
ceiving aid from the Imperial Govern- 
ment. If .'uchaid had not been obtained 
the Government, therefore, was not sanc- 
tioned by Parliament to undertake this- 
groat work, and therefore ho could not 
but hope tliat the contracts spoken of as 
having been .awarded in British Cdluiii- 
l)ia would not bo undertaken until tho aid 
from tho Imperial Governuiont was se- 
cured He, therefore, trusted that tho 
paragraph in the .Speech from the Throne 
which 8'ated, "That contracts had been 
awarded for 127 miles, from Emory's Bar 
Savonas Ferry." did not imply that a for- 
m.al o.xecution of the contract had taken 
placOibut that they had yet to bo laid on the 
table, as tho policy representing Knglish 
aid had not succeeded, then l^arliament 
must have tho o))portunity of determin- 
ing whether they would sanction the exe- 
cution of tho contract without such as- 
sistance. 

iur. Bunster expressed his regret with 
regard to tho line adopted by tho present 
Government in connection with the west- 
ern portion of tho Canadian Facilic rail- 
way. The route on Vancouver IsLind 
had been ignored, and that on tho Main- 
land had been chosen, whereas tho island 
possessed a larger amount of capital and 
moro commercial intercourse with tho 
outer world than cnuld be found in con- 
nection with the route chosen on tho 
mainl.and. With regard to the question 
of labour to be employed in tho cons. ruc- 
tion of tho railway, he had in his hand a 
petition from tho Woikinginen's Associa- 
tion of British Columbia, praj-ing that 
the Government would not cncoumgo the 
Chinese labourers. The evil, he said, 
would be most sorious and u:ttensive it 
this petition were not granted. On the 
other hand, if the Canadian, English, 
Irish, or Scotch, or white men generally, 
were employed, the result will bo that a 
good class of settlers will establish them- 
selves along tho lino, which would pro- 
mote the prosperity, tho intelligcncu, and 
civilization of tho country. Wo should 
put our shouldei« to the wheel, and pro- 
tect our country from the invasion of tho 
Chinese, who being so populous would, if 
encouraged by tho Government, in time 
swallow us up. 

Mr. DeCosmos called attention to tho 
route of the railway decided upon in tho 
west coast of the Dominion, saying that 
after an exploratory survey it had been 
decided to adopt the location of the line 
to Burrard Inlet, 'and contracts have been 
awarded for 127 miles of tlie railway, be- 
tween Emory's Bar, on tho Frasor River, 
and S.avonas Ferry. The line appeared to 
be adopted without receiving full informa- 
tion from tho exploration party sent out, 
and he therefore concluded that the cxplor- 
ingparty was sent out merely for thosake of 
de'''" Tlieso were the two routes coii- 
sa.cn-.d and "no has been adopted, and 
thr other rejected without tho reasons be- 
ing ' ven for this course. Although one 
had been selected, they had no more 

gi-o' for believing that any more work 

will 1)0 iloiio on it than the coinplolion of 
tho contract between Emory's Bar and 
fiavdiias Forry. He believed the contrac- 
tors will do their best to fultil tlio con- 
ditions and the Government will urge 
them on towards its completion in British 
Columbia. There was a strong /eelirg 
against the Government in giving out to 
foreigners the contracts fiu' tlio con.str;!C- 
tion of the road Trom Emory's Bar to Sa- 
vonas Ferry. It being considered that it 
was hardly in agreornont with the Na- 
tional Polioy not to protect our contrac- 
tors from foreign or United States com- 
petitors. The wisest course for tho Gov- 
ernment would have been to have given 
out the contract to our own citizens. Our 
people fully expected that tho Govern- 
ment would have carried out the iigrec 
niont made with British Columbia and 
have done something for a railway be- 
tween Esquimau and Nanaimo, but it now- 
appeared that this agreement possessed 
very little weight with tho Govornment. 
The lion, member denied the statement 
that tho Premier had made a promise to 
the ponplo of Victoria with respect to the 
routoof tho railway when ho was elected 
as their representative. They olocted him 
on account of his experience and .visdom 
aiul statesmiUi.ship, and not for auy pro- 
mise made, but thoy fully expected that 
the Premier \i'ould endeavor to carry out 
th it policy which they had decided upon 
when formerly in office and for which Sir 
Hugh Allan was to receive tho contract. 

Mr. Barnard lepllcd to Mr. DeCosmos, 
and challenged him to find a baker's doz- 
en in British Columbia who would declare 
that tho lino had not been properly locat- 
ed. Whenever delays were sought for, 
that hon. gentleman assisted in finding 
them in hope that the route would mean- 
while bo changed, so as to moro closely 
niiiot hia views. It ill became tho Inm. 
member to take grounds against a loca- 
tion which was selected by two Govern- 
ments and advocated by him ,(^Ir,peCo8- 
raos) in his first speech 'on 'the railway 
question.

much more influential and brilliant, 
a real league of modern times by its 
democratic spirit and artistic inspira 
tion ; a Latin confederation, which 
could represent 80,000,000 of free peo- 
ple for the purpose of sustaining and 
making prosperous tlie cause of liberty 
in the world. Sad would it bo if the 
intelligence of the empire of the North
